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INTRODUCTION. 


NE Day accidentally meeting with 
O the following Narrative, and having 
heard ſo much of late about Giants and 
New-diſcovered Iflands, I fat down to read 
the ſame, and finding it to correſpond in 
ſome Meaſure with the ſeveral Reports I 
had heard concerning the late Voyage of 
his Majeſty's Ships Dolpbin and Tamer, I 
thought it might not be unacceptable to the 
Publick at this Time, when the Converſa- 
tion has been ſo general and Opinions fo 
various concerning the ſame ; and therefore 
have cauſed it to be reprinted for their 
Amuſement, as the Original muſt be very 


ſcarce, having been printed almoſt theſe 
Hundred Years.

be firſt ſolicited Henry VII. of England; but 
being denied there, he made his Addreſs to Fer- 
dinand King of Caſtile, who, by the Perſua- 
fon of Elizabeth his Queen, ſet out a ſmall 
Number of Ships, which, after ſome Months 
ſailing Weſtward, {not without the Murmur- 
ings and Deſpair of the Seamen at length 
diſcovered an unknown, yet habitable World. 
This Succeſs of Columbus, ſounded by the 
Trump of Fame, awakened the flothful and in- 
credulous World, who before would believe no- 
thing poſſible, but what their Eyes could behold, 
or their outward Senſes fathom : The World 
thus awakened, and having wiped their Eyes 
with the Gold of Columbina, /aw more clearly 
their former Errors. Now the Golden Age 
returns again: Gold is exchanged for Trifles, 
Juch as Knives, Hatchets, &c. which were

MNeceſſaries for myſelf and Seamen, who were 
much afflitted with a deſperate Sickneſs, that 

deprived me of moſt of them : But I acei- 
dentally met with a Veſſel that lent me ſome of 
her Men ; which gave me greater Encourage- 
ment to proceed in my Diſcovery, which Divine 
Providence bleſſed with Succeſs ; for in four 
Days after I came out of Fretum le Mair, I 
diſcouered the Land which in the e 
Treati/e I give you a Relation of. 


T do not doubt but this Diſcovery will be 
beneficial to Europe many Ways ; firſt, as it 
may encuurage ſeverul others to proceed in the 
hike Adventures, who may happily fend out 
other Lande; and likewiſe theſe particular 
Lands may be beneficial, they being very fruit- 
ful, not ill peopled; abounding with many rich 
Miner, befides Pearls and precious Stones, 
with many other rich Commoditres. The Inha- 
bitants are a People uery humane and wntelli- 
gent, ready to receive any Inſtructions, and AM 
Be emily * to 'traffick. 
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If you accept of this my Pains in the Dif- 
covery and Relation, I ſhall think my Time 


well beſtowed, and may poſſibly, by your Ac- 
ceptance, be encouraged to make a ſecond Ad-

The Wind at Eaſt and 
by South; we failed directly before the 
Wind; and on the Tenth of September 
in the Evening we diſcovered Fire, an 
aſſured T eſtimony of ſome Land; but early

in the Morning we were better confirmed 
6 in our Belief, being in Sight of the very 
1 Land, and within a Mile or thereabouts 
= of it. We! coaſted along ſeveral Days, 
and conld- ſpy no Towns or Houſes, but 
diſcovered many good Ports and Promon- 
taries. On the Thirtieth of September 
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rated from this by a River or Fretum a 
League and a Half in Breadth. We ſtill 
continued our Diſcovery. by coaſting along 
This Land likewiſe: About the Eighteenth

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of November following we came \toroths 
other End of the Fretum before difco- 


vered, by which we knew it to be an Iſland

that we had diſcovered, and by Computa- 


tion judged both the Iſlands to be in 9 
paſs about three hundred Leagues. We 
ventured into this Fretum, and at our 
Entrance I gave it the Name of Fretum del 


Schooten. As we paſſed" along, we could 
diſcover, on the Banks, People of an ex- 


traordinary Size, and hairy. Having ſailed 
about ſeven Leagues, we diſcovered a River 
running Eaſtward up into the firſt Iſland. 
Into this River we ventured, and having 
failed about a Mile, we diſcovered a Town 


(as we ſuppoſed by the great Quantity of 
Smoak that aſcended from thence): At 


length, drawing nearer to it, we eſpied 


Houſes, or rather Hills as they ſeemed to 
us by their Graſs Coverings. Before this 


Town we caſt Anchor, and made an Ob- 
ſervation, and found ourſelves in the Lati- 
tude of fifty Degrees thirteen Minutes, 
South; and the Longitude two hundred 
ſeventy-five Degrees thirty Minutes. We 


had not rid at Anchor above three Hours 
Ain B 2 | before 
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Hermanos; which in the Portugueſe Lan-

to us from the Town; the Reaſon of which 
we could not well apprehend. At length,

Town, which conſiſted of about a thouſand 
Houſes, built of Timber, and covered over 
the Top with Boughs of Trees wreathed 
together; and over them were placed very 
curiouſly Greenſods, which make their 
Houſes look like fo yr: Hills covered 
with .

T Yaſques + ene " Sail you Li 
in the Year one thouſand fix hundred 
forty- ſix, upon the ſame Account that you 
did from Amſterdam, and by Accident made 
this Iſland. Being curious in the Diſcovery, 
I firſt coaſted about the two Iſlands, and 
then put into the Fretum that parts the 
two Iſlands; and obſerving this River that 
runs up into the Country, I ventured into 
it, reſolving to venture fo far till I could 
ſee either Houſes or Inhabitants; but by 
the Neglect of my Mate, not being careful 
enough in ſounding the Channel, my Ship 
unfortunately ſtruck upon a Sand, and ſplit 
in a very ſhort Time, giving us little Space 
to ſhift for our Lives, In this Streight every 


„„ 
Man endeavouring to ſave himſelf, myſelf 
with two more got ſafe to the Shore; but 
the reſt of our Company I never could hear 


of ſince, and therefore conclude they were 
all drowned. We ſought about for Shelter 


from the Cold and Rain, it being about 


the Time of the Winter-Solſtice, at which 
Time it is rather colder than it is with you 
in Europe. At length we found a large 
hollow Tree, into which we entered, and 
_ for that. Night. 


The next Morning, as ſoon as we * 
ſee, we went to the Water- ſide to ſee whe- 


ther any thing was driven a- ſhore, or floated 


near to Land. When we came there we 


eſpied ſeveral Pieces of our Ship floating 
about; and walking along by the Shore, we 
found a Barrel of Biſcuit, and near to that 
our Jack-Flag ; both which we took up, 
and went away very joyfully towards our Ar- 
bour, where we ſecured them, and gave 
Thanks to God for his great Mercy in 
making ſuch Proviſion for us. Upon this 


Biſcuit we lived about three Months, and 


ow our Time in Prayers, and walking 
| the 
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the Grounds near to the Tree, retreating, 
upon the leaſt Noiſe, to our Harbour. In 
the ſecond Month one of my Companions 
fell ſick and died; and at three Months 


End, 11 other eee. e 


Nov was I left in a miſerable Condition; 
my Company dead, and my Victuals almoſt 
ſpent; but however I comforted "myſelf 
with theſe Thoughts, that the ſame God, 
that had hitherto ſo plentifully provided 
for me, would ſtill take care of me. 1 
now reſolved to travel up farther into the 
Country, and if there were any Inhabitants | 
(for as yet I had ſeen none) to commit my- 
ſelf to their Mercy. Being thus reſolved, 
1 a 9 to leave ſome Memorial behind 

„ that, if it ſhould happen that any 
deere ſhould light upon this Place, 
they might know what Adventure I had 
made. I therefore took the Jack-Flag, 
and with a Black-Lead Pencil writ theſe 
Words as plain as I could, YVaſques de Pagna 
of Liſbon was here; and then ſecured 'it in 
a convenient Place in the Tree, where it 
e be ſecure from the Injuries of Wea- 
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ther. Then I took the Remainder of the 
Biſcuit, and defired God to proſper my 


. and travelled into the Country. 


In two = Travel 1 Sn Hairy 


People, ſuch as you ſee. At firſt I was 
ſomething fearful of them; but my Fear 


was ſoon taken away, for I found them to 
be; more fearful of me, admiring at my 


Clothes and Complexion; and were ready 
to adore me. Walking à little further, I 


could eſpy, as it were, a Grove of Hills, 
which were their Houſes, whoſe pleaſant 


 Verdure was very delightful. Being come 


near to the Town, I was ſurrounded with 
Hundreds of theſe Hairy People, admiring 
me, and making Offers to adore me, ſup- 


poſing I was a God; but I did what I could 


to hinder them. At length it- came to the 


King's Ear, who came himſelf with ſeveral 


Priefts to viſit me, and made Signs to me 


to let them | know what I was; firſt lifting 
up their Eyes to Heaven, and then pointing 
to me, and then to the Heavens again: But 
I let them underſtand, by the like Signs, 
that I did not come immediately from Hea-

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ven, but hoped to go thither; and this 1 
did by firſt pointing to the Barth, from 


whence I came, and ts the Heavens, whi- 
ther I hoped to go: With which they were 
well fatisfied, and conducted me to the Ca- 
cique's Houſe (for ſo they call their Kings); 
the Cacique telling his Prieſt (as I have been 
fince informed by his Daughter, my Wife) 
that I was of Celeſtial Extract, and fit for no 
Company but the Gods and Kings. At this 
Palace I fared very well; and having very 
ſmall Hopes of returning to my Country, 


or ſeeing any of Europe, I thought it my beſt 


Way to aſſure myſelf of a Being amongſt 
them; and this I did by ingratiating my- 
ſelf with the Cacique's Daughter, whom [I 
found very ready to receive any Kindneſs 
from me. Her Father likewiſe, caſting a 
pleaſant Aſpect on both, did give me 
Encouragement to make ſome Offers of 


Amours, which were kindly received, and 
we in a ſhort Time married according to the 


Cuſtom of the Country; of which, with 
their other Rites and Cuſtoms, I ſhall give 


you a full Account hereafter. Being mar- 


ried, he gave me two hundred Slaves, and

- Having taken my Leave, I with my Wife 
and Slaves, with Store of all Sorts of Pro- 
viſion, came towards this Place, which I 
the rather made choice of, becauſe it was 
the Place I formerly had taken poſſeſſion of;

F Aving given us this Relation of his 
Adventure, he carried us and ſhewed 
us the hollow Tree they firſt lodged in, 
which ſtands at the Entrance to his Houle, 
painted with a Sort of red Paint, like to 
our Oker, but a much brighter Colour; 
with which Commodity that Part of the 
Country doth much abound. Then he car- 
ried us, and ſhewed us the Places where 


he formerly had buried his Companions, | 


over. whoſe Bodies he had cauſed to be 


erected Pyramids, covered with Moſs, and '4 


curiouſly chequered with Boughs of Trees ] 


woven together croſswiſe. Having done * 


this, he carried us into a ſtately large Room, 
whoſe Wall inſtead of Tapeſtry was be-

and chequered with Boughs after the Man- 
ner of the Pyramids before mentioned ; on 
the upper End of which, on a Seat or Bank, 
fat his Lady with four Children : His Lady 
was near Twelve Feet high; his eldeſt Son, 
about twenty Years'of Age, was more than 
Twelve Feet; his ſecond Son, about ſix- 
teen Years of Age, above Ten Feet; his 
two Daughters, younger, one was Nine 
Feet, and the other Seven Feet in Height : 
But that which was moſt remarkable was, 
that his fecond Son and eldeft Daughter 
were as ſmooth as we are, and yet retained 
the Nature of the e as to 8 


Being x pretty well fatisfied with our En- 
tertainment and Diverſions, we defired his 
Leave to return to our Ship : But he would 
not grant it, telling us that we ſhould lie 
there that Night; and then conducted us 
into another large Room, wherein were 
Hammocks provided for us to lie upon. 
Here he treated us again with two or three 
Movyles of Wine; which Movyle con- 
tained about a Gallon. Having drank up 
our Wine, he bid us Good-night, and left 
us to our Repoſe. Next

Next Morning, as ſoon as Sun was up, 
he came to us, and aſked us how we ſlept, 
and called for a Movyle of Wine for our 
Morning's-Draught, and | cauſed likewiſe 
ſome Veniſon to be brought to us; with 
which having broke our Faſt, he carried us 
to ſee his Town, and the Church which he 
had built. He told us, at his firſt coming 
to this Place he was both King and Prieſt ; 
and that he had converted his Wife, and had 
baptiſed her and all the . Inhabitants of the 
Place, being all as his Domeſtick Servantsz 
but. ſince, the People increafing, he had 
conſtituted other Prieſts, - After this Diſ- 
courſe in the Church, we returned to his 
Houſe, where he gave Order for a Dinner 
to be provided for us: In the mean time 
he entertained. us with a farther Relation of 
the Government and Cuſtoms of this ns

"HIS Iſland wheeler you are, is called 
1 © by the Natives Benganga; governed 
this thouſand- Years by the Family of 
Gangois, of which Family my Father-in- 
Law is, who is called by the Name of 
Conumbro © Bengangois : His chief Seat is 

Cubugnello, the Town where I was enter- 
tained and married. He is the - abſolute 
Monarch of the Ifland, and hath forty petty 
Kings that live about him, that do Homage 
and pay Tribute to him yearly. 


They worſhip in all Parts of this Iſland, 
except mine, the Devil, who appears to 
them very often in a miſty Cloud, uttering 

| or 
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or mumbling out ſome Words concerning 
his Will; which if they do not punctually 
perform, ſome great Misfortune happens, 
either to them or their Children, ſoon after. 
They believe that they who live well here, 
and do no Man any Injury, and obey the 
Laws of the Cacique, ſhall enjoy much 
Happineſs after Death, in pleaſant Fields 
behind the Hills. At three Times of the 
Vear they offer Sacrifices to their Dieu, (as 
they call him) who appears in a Cloud upon 
a high Mountain all the Time of their Sa- 
crificing ; and theſe Sacrifices are ſometimes 
Goats, and ſometimes Children. 


Their Marriages are after this Manner : 
The Parents of both Parties being firſt 
agreed, the Father of the Maid brings out 
his Daughter to the young Man ; and they, 
immediately upon the firſt Sight, declare to 
their Parents their Liking or Refuſal of 
each other : If they declare their Liking, 
the Father of the Damſel, in the preſence 
of one of their Fritazeers, or Prieſts, gives 
his Daughter to the young Man, and with 


her gives her Dowry, which is one or more 


D Servants, 
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118 J 
Servants, according to his Ability, and their 
former Agreement: After this the Fritazeer 


offers a Sacrifice to the Dieu, and the Mar- 


riage is celebrated. They are here allowed 
to have but one Wife; and if either die, 
they are not permitted to marry again. Both 
Men and Women here are very chaſte and 
temperate in Meat and Drink: Their Wo- 
men are not ſo fruitful as in Europe, it being 
a rare Thing for one to ſee four Children in 


a2 Family. Theft and Murder are here ſe- 


verely puniſhed with cruel Tortures unto 
Death; ſo that a Stranger may ſafely travel 
in this Iſland without Fear of Harm, ex- 
cept it be from Bears which lurk in the 
Woods, with which this e is well 
ſtored. | | 


The . . of this Iſland are 
Saunders, Palm-Trees, Konock (a Sort of 


Paint), Caſſanack (a Kind of Pulſe, of 


which they make their Bread), great Plenty 
of Goats and Deer, Fowl of ſeveral Sorts, 


Fiſh in abundance, Otters and Beavers good 
Store. Here are alſo ſeveral Gold and Silver 
Mines; but they are not much regarded by 
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the Inhabitants, they adorning themſelves 
more with Pearl and Amber, with which 
this Country is well ſtored. Their Drink 
is Palm-Wine, which they make after this 
Manner: They bore a Hole in the Tree, 
and put into the Hole a hollow Cane; and 
at the End of the Tap they hang a Veſſel to 
catch the Liquor: In an Hour's Time, if 
the Tree be any thing large, there will run 
aut a Gallon. This Liquor is fit to drink 
preſently, and is very pleaſant and ſpirituous, 
intoxicating the Brain as ſoon as the moſt 
generous Wine in Europe. Here are ſeveral 
Acres of Ground yearly planted with theſe 
Trees, which ſerve for the Uſe aforeſaid. 
They have here a certain Tree, which they 
call Cocotonuch, of the Bark of which they 
weave a Cloth which ſerves them for Ham- 
mocks and Mantles, which they uſe in 
the Winter-Time ; it being full as cold, or 
colder, about June, than it is in Europe in 
December. The People here, by reaſor of 
their Temperance and Chaſtity, live longer 
than they do in Europe; the generality of 
them living till they are a Hundred and 
Twenty, or a Hundred and Fifty Vears of 
„„ D 2 Age.

Age. The like Reaſon might be given for 
their n Stature. 


The Women here are very 3 wt 
well featured; their Faces indifferently 
ſmooth; but the Men are ſo rough and hairy 
in the Face, that they look like ſo many 
my Shocks. |

HIS Part of the Ifland that you are 
noc in, is called by me Terre de 
Pagna, after my own Name. My Govern- 
ment and Laws are of two Sorts, after the 
Manner of the Europeans, viz. Eccleſia- 


| ſtical and Civil. My eldeſt Son I have made 


Judge in all Civil Matters; and my ſecond 
Son, in Eccleſiaſtical, The Ten Com- 
mandments is the Rule of our Government; 
the Lord's-Prayer and Creed, the Rule and 


Foundation of our Devotion. Theſe Things 


I have taught them in their own Language; 
and they have them ſo imprinted in their 


Memory, that I think there is no Perſon in 


my Bounds, who is above ten Years of Age, 


but will readily repeat them. 
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The Limits of my Juriſdiction are ten 
Leagues round from the River. In it are 
four Towns near as big as this, governed 
by Deputies." ug

A Continuation of the Relation. 
Hs he was interrupted, Notice 
| being given that Dinner was ready, 
unto which we were conducted. Here was 
a noble Entertainment, with Veniſon of 
ſeveral Sorts, Fowl plenty, and Wine in 
abundance; his Lady and Children ho- 
nouring us with their Company. During 
our ſitting at Dinner, his Lady, who had 
learnt to ſpeak Portugueſe, made ſeveral 
Enquiries of us concerning Portugal and 
Europe; aſking us if Europe was as big as 
this World ſhe lived in. We told her, 
that this Place was as ſmall, in compariſon of 
Europe, as this Town was to the whole Iſland 
of Benganga. After this Manner we diſ- 
1 | courſed, 
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courſed, till Night drawing near, put us in

Thus we took our Leave, and came to 
our Ship, where we repoſed for that Night, 
and the next Morning weighed Anchor and 
hoiſted our Sails, and departed, ſaluting the 
Town with all our Guns, which we ſuppoſe 
put the Natives into ſome Fright, not being 
acquainted with thoſe Noiſes. As we paſ- 
ſed along the Fretum, we eſpied ſome few 
Hairy Men of the ſame Stature with thoſe of 
Benganga. Paſiing by a great Marſh, where 
there was no Danger of Ambuſh, we ven- 
tured a-ſhore, and ſtruck down our Ancient 
in token of Poſſeſſion, giving it the Name of 

Coma, 
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Coma, by reaſon of the Hairy Inhabitants, 
Having done this, we came again to. our 
Ship, and in ten Months Time arrived at 
Anſterdam, {ufficieatly- ſatisfied -with our 
mn.
